day last tho body of a intm who had 
been shot in the head was found on tho 
bank of Crosa creek. Boaide tho body, 
which had pitched forward partly into

found tethered near by, and a wagon 
containing a hunter's outfit also stood 
near by. 


The man was unknown, and was first 


* supposed to lie a hunter who had acci- 


dentally shot himself. 
Developments 


at the inquest today, however, led to 
the arrest of two men for murder. 


The dead man proved to be John 


Peterson, a Swede, who left Selma Mon- 
day lust with George Blair, a young 
man, 
fur a three weeks'hunt near Tu- 


lure lake. They arrived at Hanford 
Monday night ami put up at Rogers' 
livery stable. Blair went to bed and 
Peterson went out JUKI began drinking. 
Peterson went back to the stable about 
midnight, Blair got up and they rc- 
Hiiined their journey. The nest morn- 
ing they returned to town and searched 
the livery stable for money Peterson 
claimed lo have lust, but did not find it. 
Then they made some purchases, Peter- 
son displaying about $400 in gold. 


As- the men were driving away a 


stranger came up and engaged Peterson 


*" 
in a conversation, talking Swedish. 
Nothing more was seen of cither man 
here until Tuesday night, when Blair 
reappeared in Hanford and secured 
lodgings at the Western hotel. Wednes- 
day evening Blair boarded a train for 
Hehna. Uefore going he bought clothing 
and eeemed to be flush with money. 


At tho coroner's instigation Blair was 


arrested in Selma yesterday. His father, 
Asher Blair, accompanied him and the 
arresting ollicer to Him ford. 


At the inquest Btnir said he got out of 


the buggy and left Peterson, when a 
stranger came up and began talking 
Swedish, ami that when lie walked buck 
to the place half an hour later tho buggy 
was gone. He said he remained in Han- 
ford all night Tuesday until Wednesday 
evening, waiting for Peterson to return. 
His statements are so conflicting, how- 
ever, that tlio jury rendered a verdict 
charging him with murder and charging 
his father as an accessory, though there 
in little evidence implicating the latter. 


A man answering Blair's description 


was sui'ii in the buggy with Peterson 
Tuesday afternoon near the scene of 
death, and the jury argued Blair could 
have committed the crime and returned 
to town TutM'dny night.

Berry Growing Profitable. 


A. M. Munger, who lives three miles 


west of the city, on the White Bridge 
oad, brought two boxes of iine ripe 
trawberries to THE REI-UHLICAN ollice 
esterday, grown iii the open air, and 
s finely colored and richly flavored as 
ould be desired. 
Mr. Munger is probably the most suc- 
essful berry grower in the county on a 
mall scale. Ho has 1500plants and has 
lad an abundance of berries every day 
ince the 15th of last April. Besides 
,vliat the family has consumed he has 
old $75 worth of berries in this market. 
Mr. Munger also raises a superior va- 
iety of dewberry, and now has about 
hree acres of these vines which will be 
n bearing the coming season. Last sea- 
on the profit of the vines in bearing 
vas 32 cents for each vine. These vines 
re planted in rows, 4x6 feet, and there 
re 1750 to the acre. It will be seen 
rom this that the profit per acre is 
normous.
